Zo the Board of Managers and Members of 


The San. Francisco Nursery for Homeless Children: 


The Nursery has a record of 19 years. During the past 
few days I have read over many of our annual reports. 
What vicissitudes we have been through! One thought is 
paramount in them all unselfish devotion for the good of 
the Nursery. There were many dark days and many a 
struggle in these 19 years, but never a word of discourage- 
ment could I find; No—Never. Some of the pages read 
‘“We do not know how we can carry on the work’’ but in 
-ach case a way was found. A great shadow fell upon us 
the middle of this year when measles in a very serious form 
attacked our children. We had complications of a danger- 
ous character which defied the skill of our good doctor and 
we lost two little ones, both under two years old. No 
doubt many of you will think how much better off these 
little ones are and what a mercy they were taken, but that 
does not lighten the responsibility of those who are in exec- 
utive positions. Two others died also who were with us 
but a very short time making a record of four deaths this 
last year. I often wonder that we are able to keep alive 
so many children, because they come to us in such a starved 
neglected run-down condition that their cases seem almost 
hopeless. But Oh! what wonders can be performed with 
wholesome food and good care. Such care as Mrs. 
Hubbert, our good faithful matron, gives them. I think 
there is no limit to the results she can bring about with 
care and training. The only pay we can. give such 
devotion is our ‘heartfelt thanks,’’ in which each and every 
member joins me. We are still unable to reward our kind 
Dr. Manning but we all extend to him a most appreciative 
vote of thanks; also the consulting physicians, Dr. James 
Ward and Dr. Wm. Boericke, who have consented to 
remain with us another year. Dr. Burns, our dentist, has 
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also said he is willing to give his services again. 

Our Young Ladies Auxiliary gave, as they do each year, 
several good times to the children and it was the happiest 
Christmas the children have ever had. We thank thent 
sincerely. I wish also to thank Mr. Wood, manager of the 
St. Francis for the happy time he gave the children on 
Christmas day at the Hotel. Our benefit, the hard work 
from which we are just recovering, not only gave us some- 
thing more toward reducing our mortgage, but advertised the 
name ‘‘Nursery for Homeless Children.’’ The name brought 
to us an unknown gentleman whose pleasure it was to buy 
an outfit complete for one of our boys, tittle Godfry Brow- 
man. ‘This pleased me very much and we hope to see this 
friend again. 

I want to praise the ladies who worked so nobly for 
the benefit. I must say I was proud of my Board. 

As all reports are more or less alike I have made this a 
brief one. 

To all who have done any thing to contribute in any way 
to the happiness of the children the Board wishes to express 
its thanks.

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Physiriaw’s Report 


Zo the Board of Managers of the San Francisco 
J §& ] 
Nursery for Homeless Children: 


Ladies: 

This is the one time of the year when I have the pleasure 
of meeting all the Board, for while I may in my official cap- 
acity see some of you frequently, there are others with whom 
I do not come in contact for weeks at a time, and consequently 
look forward to this meeting as the time when we can 
satisfactorily discuss the health of the children and the 
hygiene and the sanitary conditions of the home itself. 
Such topics then I wish you would feel free to discuss with 
me and to ask questions regarding so that there may be 
perfect understanding. 

The one thought with us all is, what is best for the 
children under our charge, and while I, and most probably 
those of you who are thrown in close contact with the people 
asking for assistance from us, become utterly disgusted with 
humai nature as expressed in them, yet we must not blame 
the children for the sins of their parents nor the frailties as 
expressed in the same, but must forget the elders in our 
interest in and for the children. It is this thought that 
upholds me in the medical care of the children and makes 
me interested in eliminating any diseased conditions or states 
that may exist, 1n the same way as does the matron when 
she eradicates any bal characteristics that may be present, 
and with you as you strive to do everything that lies in your 
power to supply the comforts for those who would otherwise 
be homeless and make of them better men and women. 

Wrong asit may appear at first, to those who closely study 
these cases, it would be far better for these little ones if the 
majority of them could be placed in the Nursery entirely 
away from all outside influences, and especially from the 
interference and the visiting of relatives who by word 
or deed interferes in one visiting day in the month with 
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all the remaining twenty-nine or thirty other days of 
good training. And this training is not from fear but from 
strictness and good example. It is always considered that 
institution life is not the air in which to raise a child but 
give me the life aswe have it here, or in any other well 
conduc‘ed “‘home,’’ many times over to the home life from 
which so many of these children are taken. If home life 
and institution life could be combined, or if the planof home 
and family could be interpolated into the institution, then 
well and good, and in these days of advancement and 
betterment for the human race, particularly of children 
something of this sort will surely follow. 

Our course should be, however, to constantly improve 
our present plan and do for those under our charge the very 
best possible. 

The general good health of the children has been changed 
this year by a severe attack of the measles which being 
brought from the school, invaded our nursery and attacked 
with great virility not missing a single one of our small 
children in spite of the fact that many of them had been 
reported as having had this disease before entering. Some 
twenty of them were down at one time, taxing our infirmary 
and what was more serious taxing the strength and energies 
of the matron and the nurses. Nor were the results as 
favorable as in former attacks for two of the number, after 
the subsidence of acute symptoms, quickly succumbed 
to bronchitis. This caused me much sadness, even though 
I was aware that measles is a disease of childhood to be 
feared more than many others, and particularly that bron- 
chitis is a complication that is prone to exist and with 
serious results. It was only a day or two later that I found 
an article upon the tendency of institution children to fatal- 
ities from this same cause more than other children due to 
the constitutional weaknesses or their proneness to lung 
trouble and their previous poor care. While this did not 
take away the sting of their deaths it did modify somewhat 
my acute mental feelings. 








Two other deaths it is my painful duty to report for the 
past year, one from heart failure superimposed by a bronchial 
attack, the other a tubercular meningitis. 

I have examined 35 children for admission to the 
Nursery, and while none have been refused, some who 
have not been in the best of health that there was 
an opportunity to improve their condition with good 
care and attention have been admitted and in the 
majority of cases have warranted my opinion. One or 
two cases I have held in abeyance for further observation. 

The number of visits and prescriptions have been more 
numerous this year, partly on account of the serious illness- 
es and partly for the reason that I have been able to call 
upon an assistant when necessary, instead of depend- 
ing upon my owntime. In all there have been 72 visits, 
some 40 instructions telephoned and a total of 316 pres- 
criptions made, this average among sixty and more children 
for twelve months does not, however, make a very heavy 
sick list. A couple of minor accidents compelling some 
plastic work is all the surgery we had. Somedozen of the 
children were vaccinated to comply with the school law. 

I wish to thank Dr. Van Allan for his aid and kindness 
in looking after these little ones when it was impossible for 
me to see them, and when otherwise their medical attention 
would have been delayed. Dr. E. L. Fassett kindly came 
to the rescue once or twice when the seriousness of the case 
demanded instant attention. The matron had her hands 
more than filled with the extra cares dependent upon her dur- 
ing the recent sickness, and often she has been obliged for 
days to get into the breach and act as nurse for the many in- 
fants while the regular attendant was quarantined with the 
sick, this in connection with her matron’s duties. She has 
time and again taken charge of a sick infant for all day or all 
night or even day and night. Her close attention to the 
sick I wish particularly to commend and to emphatically 
thank her for the same. I am grateful to you all for your 
aid and for your personal good will in these matters and 
especially was I thankful to those who had so kindly furn- 
ished and prepared the infirmary, so that in the recent 
epidemic, the best of attention could be given the sick oncs 
and yet they be completely quarantined. Appreciating the 
fact that you wish me to continue as your attending physi- 
cian and trusting that all may prove satisfactory to you at 
the close of the year that we are just entering, I am
